Monday when a huge crane and bulldozer operated by Emory Nelson and Ernest 
Ellberg cut through the remaining yards of earth separating the old Mill Race from 
its new channel, and the backed-up water in the race flowed back into Conewango 
Creek.

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MEASLES STILL SERIOUS DISEASE

be considered a potentially serious disease, according 
to scientists at one of the country's leading la- 
boratories.

sidered susceptible until "they have had\ the disease. 
(However, most babies born of mothers Who have had 
^measles are immune for the first few months of life.) 
Permanent acquired .immunity is usual after recovery 
from an attack.

Passive immunity, giving immediate but short- 


lived protection, can be obtained by the introduction 
of specific antibodies derived from human blood. 
The product utilized is Immune Serum Globulin, or 
gamma globulin fraction of plasma. Immune bodies 
are found in this fraction of plasma of a person after 
an attack of measles. Injected into tthe blood^of a 
person who hasn't had measles, this serum gives temr 
porary protection.

The five holidays of Memorial £>ay, Fourth of July, 


Labor Day, Christmas and New Year's have claimed 
8,936 lives since 1946, while the Korean war death toll 
currently is in excess of 17,000. 


The Council also points oufthat the H-Day (ior« 


holiday) traffic toll in the same period was three 
times that of the Pearl Harbor death toll. 
. "War is a much nastier business than driving a 
car, of course," says Ned H. Dearborn, Council presrr 
dent, "and we compare the two only to make the av- 
erage driver realize that we need an armistice on kill- 
ing at home, too. 


"It is terrible to add up these figures and realize 


the high price America pays for fun on its holidays. 
We have a purpose in Korea, but there is no rhyme or 
reason to the wanton squandering of lives on the 
highway—especially during holiday celebrations." 


The Council estimates that 40,000,000 passenger 


vehicles will be on the move during the three-day 
Fourth of July holiday and that they will roll up mile- 
age in the neighborhood of 5,000,000,000 miles. 


"Memorial Day this year set a new record for 


that holiday, when 360 persons were killed," Mr. Dear- 
born says. "That sounds bad for the Fourth. I'd like 
to see the Fourth set a record of another kind—a 
new low in deaths. But it can't be done unless every 
driver uses extra caution to make up for the extra 
hazard, which a survey has shown to be about 30 per 
cent greater than on an average weekend. 


"Excessive speed is the principal cause of all fatal 


traffic accidents. On the Fourth, take your time and 
you'll have plenty of it to enjoy the holiday."

EPSON IN WASHINGTON 


UN Armistice Offer to Reds 
Has Unusual, Stormy History

TE7ASHINGTON—(NEA)—A heap of centre,. _1 jy is piled up in two 


basic policy decisions that have been made by the United Nations 
on conduct of the Korean truce negotiations. 


The first is that UN forces in Korea will continue to abide by the 


Geneva convention of 1949 on the treatment of North Korean and 
Chinese Communist prisoners of war. 


The second is the offer to permit Communist forces to Build- air- 


fields in. North Korea during a truce; in exchange for agreement that 
the United Nations will return to the Communists only those prisoners 
of war who wish to go back. 


In the early days of the Korean war. the guarding of captured 
North Koreans was largely entrusted to South Koreans. 


Republic of Korea forces had'never heard of any Geneva conven- 


tion on the humane treatment of prisoners of war. When a Communist 
prisoner called some insult through the barbed wire to a South Korean 
guard, the South Korean simply turned around and shot him. 


In this period there was little trouble from prisoners. But violations 


of the Geneva- convention with regard to humane treatment of pris- 
oners were so numerous that Gen. Matthew B. Rjdgway, then com- 
manding the field forces, had to make a change. The ROK's were with- 
drawn from guard duty and UN troops took over-. 
T'HERE is no evidence that any orders were, given to "coddle" the 


Communist-prisoners. But it was under this more humane treat- 
ment that first trouble arose in the prison camps, about a year ago 


Just before General Ridgway turned over his Far East command, he 


recommended to his successor, Gen. Mark Clark; that this policy on 
humane treatment of Communist prisoners be reviewed. 


The little-known but all-important point to observe here is that the 


United States itself has not ratified the 1949 Geneva convention on 
the' humane treatment of prisoners of war. The treaty was sent to the 
U. S. Senate for ratification on April 26, 1951. 


But there has been no pressure on the part of the White House or 


the U. S. State Department to have the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee hold hearings &nd bring to a vote on the Senate floor the ques- 
tion of U. S. ratification of the Geneva convention. 


So legally, the U. S. is free to treat its captives in Koreans rough as 


it pleases. This is doubly so because Soviet Russia, Red China and 
North Korea have not ratified the convention, either. 
gUT for humane reasons and common decency, the decision has beer 


made for the U. S. and the UN to observe Ihe^Geneva conventior 
terms. This is said to set a good example to the rest of the world. 


"When the whole purpose of the Geneva convention is humani- 


tarian," says the U.-S. State Department, "it Is unthinkable that gov- 
ernments . . . will seek to use it as a means or justification for inflict- 
ing physical coercion or death upon prisoners whb violently oppose 
repatriation. 


"There is no doubt that the UN command is within its legal and 


moral right in maintaining that the armistice agreement should make 
appropriate provisions to assure that the United Nations will not be 
required to repatriate prisoners against their will."

For single export transactions; the 
end-use statements may be submit- 
ted either "on the other new form, 
IT-842, or in a letter or other 
written form.

Tips on Attaining 
Lower Temperature 
Offered by Official 


The average home in Warren 


County can be made considerably 
more comfortable on hot days and 
nights this summer by adopting 
one or more of six relatively sim- 
ple and inexpensive methods of 
eliminating excessive heat, accord- 
ing to George B. King, Tidioute 
lumber and 
building 
materials 


dealer and member of the Public 
Affairs Committee of the 
Na- 


tional Lumber Dealers Association. 


"The temperature 
Inside 
the 


home can be kept from rising to 
the sweltering point with proper 
insulation and shade control, while 
ppressive heat can be expelled, 
rom -the house with the aid of bet- 
er ventilation," Mr. King said. 


"Suitable insulating materials 


installed on aide walls and between 
oof or floor joints on the top floor 
will keep temperatures from rising 
oo high inside the house while the 
hot sun is beating down. 


"In addition, Interior heat can be 


controlled by keeping windows 
loaed and excluding direct rays 
f the sun with shades or Venetian 
llnds or by installing awnings 
n the sunny side of the house. 
"Open windows or louvers at 
ither end of the space between 
the roof and top floor will permit 
lie escape of heated air which 
ften rises well above 100 degrees 
n really hot days and continues to 
eat the rooms below if it is con- 


fined there after the sun goes 
down. 


"When th« inside temperature 


lecomes 
uncomfortable 
despite 


these precautions and there is no 
breeze to cool the house, the heat- 
ed air can be expelled night or 
day with ventilating fans property 
placed and oerated in a window or 
n an opening tn the celling Just 
under the roof. 


"In some homes, ventilation can 


improved by replacing small 


windows with larger ones, by re- 
placing fixed windows with a type 
which can be opened, or by adding 
windows in rooms -which do not 
lave cross ventilation. 


"Anyone wishing even lower 


emperaturea than are obtained by 
these methods can, of course, in- 
stall an air cooling system."
